TAKING OVER THE COAL MINES 


I 
Mr. La Follette is not always up in the 


morning first. Occasionally Senator Len- 
root beats him TO the proverbial worm. 
There is some political thunder to be got- 
ten opt of the coal strike, and whether it 
appeared too commonplace or too much 
like the reverberation from heat lightning 
to Senator Bob, his Junior colleague 
cashed in on it first. 


Mr. Lenroot is greatly and rightly ex- 


ercised about calamities which may visit 
the Great Lakes district if the coal strike 
continues. If it lasts another thirty days 
the people of the great northwest will 
freeze nest winter and business and indus- 
try will be paralyzed. 


'Mr. Lenroot has a remedy. He would 


have the government take over the mines 
and operate them for the public benefit. 
He would not take over all the mines, as 
a senator from Nebraska suggested, but 
merely the requisite number to make tip \ 
the shortage. If it were Senator La Fol- 
lette speaking to the galleries, he would 
not stop at a few. All of the mines would 
be taken over by the government and kept 
by it. 
He would capitalize it for all it 


•vr'as worth while the demand for that kind 
of political stock is strong. 


But Mr. Lfnroot is a little more con- 


servative. Anything smacking of govern- 
ment ownership he knows catches the 
popular ear. but it is just as well if it 
does not pi too far in its commitments. 
Of' course Mr. Lenroot knows the govern- 
ment will not take over the mines and has 
no thought of any such thing, but that 
makes no difference. 


If Mr. Lenroot wrre really in favor of 


government ownership of mines, his pro- 
posal would be all right, but to vote for it 
and work for it is quite another matter. 
It may be what the country is Doming to, 
hut we shall not get it through loose talk. 
Government regulation of the mining in- 
dustry thu^far is a failure. Our coal is pro- 
duced without consideration for the inter- 
ests of the consumer, the operation of the 
industry is uneconomic and the strikes and 
interruptions which constantly attend it 


1 are an imposition upon the public. 
No 


v government yet has had the courage or 


• the resourcefulness to gra.pple with the 


L problem honestly and thoroughly. 
The 


! present administration is no exception to 
| the past record. There is a drifting poli- 


* cy that leads nowhere. 


Mr. Lenroot"s snjrcestion is neither a 


solution'nor a remedy. li is a good deal 
like the speeches United States senators 
used to make against the war profiteers. 
Nothing came of them and nothing is 
likely to come of this. 
Nevertheless he 


got in ahead of La Follette. and that is an 
accomplishment worthy of note. It is not 
often that the senior Wisconsin senator is 
forestalled, particularly on such subjects 
as the functioning of government in pri- 
vate fields. 


MILITARY PARTY TO RUN JAPAN? 


As was predicted when Takahashi ac- 


cepted the premiership of Japan 
after 


the death of Hara, the term of the bank- 
er's administration was of but short dura- 
tion. 
Takahashi was a conservative of 


the commercial class whom the political 
parties 
felt 
sure they could trust to 


run 'lie government impartially until they 
cou!d find their bearings'. 


Takahashi. the type of men on whom 


people depend in situations of uncertainty 
and danger, has brought his nation 
through a political crisis to safe ground. 
In all probability, the political parties be- 
lieve that they do not need him any more 
and may safely dispense with his services. 
He will return to private life indifferent 
to what the political leaders or the public 
may think, finding his satisfaction in 
what he has done. 


Insight into public opinion in Japan, 


which was afforded during the Arms con- 
ference, indicated that a new sentiment 
was developing there and had progressed 
far. 
It was a trend similar to opinion in 


' the United States and other leading na- 


tions. 


The fact that the premiership has been 


offered to Admiral Kato gives the impres- 
sion that the militarists are in control. 
On the other hand, it is apparent that the 
liberal organization is at least as strong as 
the militarist party, and its power is in- 
creasing. It is not unlikely that Admiral 
Kato is another compromise choice, and 
that the liberals are only waiting for the 
time and the leader to assume direction 
of Japanese policy.

"Dear Doctor:

I weigh 245 pounds 
and don't get much exercise except morning and 
evening, walking about twelve blocks, I have tried 
several reducing exercises but so far without any 
visible results. I am still ambitious." 


Perhaps I am guilty of contributing to this pop- 


ular delusion that one can reduce by taking ex, 
ercises. I have so frequently reiterated that every 
individual determines his own weight by (1) the 
amount of food he consumes and (2) the amount of 
muscular work he does, be it called exercise, play 
or work. 
The difficulty which the mere layman 


has apparently, interpreting 
the arbitrary law 


lies m the very variable influence of both factors 
Thus, a man who ordinarily walks twelve blocks 
even twice a day—which is no exercise at .(11 to 
speak of—and eats three square meals, is likelj 
to pile on slacker flesh after thirty or before thir 
ty in bad cases. Now if that man reforms, if he 
undergoes a health revival, if some insurance ex 
aminer or casual medical friend throws a scare in 
to- him about high blood pressure or Bright's dis 
ease or apoplexy or heart failure, so that the poo- 
fellow adopts what he deems an adequate »xer 
cise recimen. walking twelve blocks six times a 
day even then he is not likely to reduce appreci 
ably because he fails to regulate the other factor 
the food intake and either natural increase of ap 
petite or an unnatural increase in self-mdulgenc 
inspired by his pious feeling that he is doing mor 
work and hence needs more "nourishment," caus 
es the poor fellow to eat even more than he at'

-.uperfluous fat. But it is a mistake to rely upo 
exercise alone, without careful regulation of th 
food rations, to reduce obesity. As a general rule 
it isn't done that way. altbo I gather from the re- 
quests coming to me that a lot of fat men and fat 
women are at least willing to read about an at- 
tempt to do it that way. 
This willingness of fat folks to read about what 


they fatuously call reduction exercises is pathetic 
and it would'be bravery if it were worth putting 
into practice.

faithfully followed system of daily exercise. Thous- 
ands of underweight young men from stores and 
offices gained an average of twelve

take out as fast as you put in you'll soon have a 
surplus. A surplus of fat does no useful work and 
actually acts as a parasite sucking away a (man's 
energies.

he^takes out. A surplus is an unwarranted lux- 
ury which ought to be taxed out of existence.

Will Always be Remembered 


by German Children

Berlin—Millions of German 
chil- 


dren who suffered from hunger in 
the war time and afterward probably 
will remember the manna-like meals 
provided for them by the American 
Quakers long after they have forgot- 
ten the name of the American' Friends 
Sendee Committee which will with- 
draw from Germany at the end of 
July after two and one-half years of 
relief work here. 


The Budget Committee of the relchs 


tag recently approved an appropria- 
tion of 50.000.000 marks for the pur- 
chase of foodstuffs to continue 
the

when 
the 


American 
supplies have be«n ex- 


hausted. These supplies are now ex- 
pected to last until Sept. 30. T>r. Bose, 
chairman of the German Central Com 
rnittee for Foreign Relief and director 
of the food ministry, said the govern- 
ment had granted the full amount he 
requested for this purpose but the 
Quaker feeding- so strongly gripped 
the popular mind that some members 
of the party of the Left demanded a 
great increase in the federal grant for 
that purpose. 


The Friends organization has been 


established in 1640 towns which con- 
tain one-half of the entire population 
of Germany. Its supplies were stored 
in more than 300 warehouses and its 
food was prepared in more than 250 
kitchens and served from 8,360 feed- 


Ing places, mostly schools and child- 
welfare institutions. 


The money value of the American 


food provided has been estimated at 
$S,500,000. "This amount is less than 
one.fourth the cost of a first-class 
battleship," said Francis R. Bacon of 
Philadelphia, chairman of the Friends 
Committee. 


Ho added that from the beginning 


the Quakers had the full support of 
the German government which, since 
October 1920, furnished all the flour 
and sugar used in the ration given to 
the children. 
In addition, the Ger- 


man people supplied add the costs of 
insurance and 
distribution 
of the 


food while the Society of Friends paid 
the overhead expenses. The German 
contribution is estimated to average 
about two-thirds of the value of the 
cooked meals. 


Mr. Bacon said that the withdrawal 


of the Freinds Committee from this 
work was made possible because it ap- 
peared that the Germans were now 
capable and prepared to carry it on 
themselves. 


The American feeding reached its 


height in June and July last year 
when more than, iMOO.OOO children 
were receiving an extra meal daily 
through American bounty.

with without great disadvantages, and 
it says that not only the fatal con- 
sequences of the abuse

alcohol 


should be considered, but also those 
effects that cannot bo characterized 
as harmful.
